Indian Secretary 
Tenders Resignation 


London, July 13.—J. Austen Cham- 
berletn, secretary for India, has re­ 
signed. 
Mr. Chamberlain* was one of ihe 
group of civil and military officials on 
which fell the most scathing erftlctem 
from an official British source of nil- 
ttary operations which hhs’been made 
since the war began, contained in the 
report of the commission which in­ 
vestigated the ill-fated Mesopotamia 
expedition. 
The report found that the expedition 
was undertaken with insufficient *or 
cee and inadequate preparation, and 
that the failure of the first campaign, 
with the loss of the British force at 
Kut-El-Amara, was due to miscalcu­ 
lations and laclj; of foresight which 
reflected discredit on all concerned. 
The India office tn London was re­ 
sponsible for the policy pursued, al­ 
though the report attached less blame 
to Mr. Chamberlain’s part in the en­ 
terprise than to that of the others 
concerned.
